With Ken- 
nedy on his last holdup was Harvey 
Logan, who also took the long trail as 
a result of his adventure. 


Always Had Alibi Ready. 


Jack Kennedy combined boldness 


and cunning in his daring attacks on 
mail trains. When the law by chance 
captured him, he faced the jury with 
a crafty smile and an impervious alibi, 
winning his freedom despite suspicion. 


After years ' of marauding, some- 


times alone in a ghostly costume, the 
"quail hunter" was sent to the Mis- 
souri state penitentiary in 1900. 
He 


regained his freedom in 1912, return- 
ing to the world "upright, unset thed 
and unafraid." 


For several years he lectured as a 


reformer and acted in motion pictures. 
But the old craving for outlawry and 
excitement found him again several 
months ago. His sly movements, his 
frequent quail-hunting trips down wild 
stretches of railroad track, which he 
made for reconnaissance, attracted the 
attention of post office inspectors. 


After v ,eks of preparation, involv- 


ing the purchase of more than $1,000 
worth of dynamite, weapons, ammuni- 
tion, masks and flashlights, the "quail 
hunter" made his return to crime by 
holding up and robbing a south-bound 
Frisco train running from St. Louis 
and Memphis.

COTTAGI^ CHEESE CLUB SANDWICHES 


Taaty Dish for Lunch or Supper or Unexpected Guests. 


(Prepared by the United State* Departmtm 


oC Agriculture.) 


For a tasty dish for lunch or supper 


or unexpected 
guests, the United 


States Department of Agriculture rec- 
ommends cottage cheese club sand- 
wiches. 


This sandwich is made of three good- 


sized slices of toasted bread, one or 
more being spread thickly with cottage 
cheese. The rest of the ^filling may be 
varied to suit the taste or the larder. 
Such sandwiches are often cut diag- 
onally and served on individual plates 
with the halves arranged in diamond 
shape. 
It is desirable to toast the 


bread on one side only and to cut it 
Immediately after toasting, otherwise 
the pressure of cutting crushes out the 
cheese and spoils the appearance of 
the sandwich. The cut slices may be 


placed together again while the sand- 
wich Is being filled, and the filling may 
be sliced through with a sharp knii'e. 


In addition to the cottage cheese 


these club sandwiches may contain 
mayonnaise dressing, lettuce, and to- 
mato; or thin-sliced cold ham spread 
with mustard; or sliced tart apple, 
nuts; or sliced orange, watercress; or 
sliced Spanish onion, pimento; or two 
tiny strips of bacon; or cucumber and 
green pepper, pimento. Lettuce and 
salad dressing are'usually used in all 
these combinations. 


Sweet sandwiches 
may be made 


with layers of cottage cheese and 
marmalade, or a paste made of dried 
fruits. For these the bread need not 
be toasted and the lettuce and mayon- 
naise should not be used.

Greeks and 'Romans Conceived ld»a of 


Communication by-Method of 


Understood Signs. 


. In olden days the Greeks and Ro- 
mans practiced telegraphy, with the 
help of pots filled with straw and 
twigs saturated In oil, which, being 
placed In rows, expressed certain let- 
ters according to the order in which 
they, were lighted. 


A German general named Aeneas, 


who lived in Aristotle's time, Invented 
a novel system of telegraphy. 


Two earthen vessels were filled with 


water. Each was provided with a top 
that would discharge an equal quantity 
of water in a given time, so that the 
whole or any part of the contents 
would take exactly the same time to 
escape from either vessel.

lasted, but the end came quickly. The 
indications are that his course was 
soon run. From plenty in his father's 
house to destitution in the far coun- 
try was a short journey. The sinner 
is soon made to realize the famine 
when his very powers which, minis- 
tered to his pleasure are- burned out. ' 


IV. The Son's Degradation (vv. 15,' 


16). 


He had no friends to help him whea 


his money was all gone, so he was 
driven to hire out to a citizen to feed. 
swine. It was quite a change from a 
sonship m his father's house to feed- 
ng hogs in the far country. So it is; 
iiose wlio will not serve God are made 
slaves to the devil to do his bidding 
(Rom. 6:10). In his shame and dis- 
grace the prodigal could not even get 
the necessary food. The coarse food 
of the hogs was denied him. 


V. The Son's Restoration (vv. 17-24). 
1. He Came to Himself (v. 17). 


When he reflected a bit he was made 
conscious that, though he had wronged 
his father-and rjiinecl himself, yet he 
was a son of his father. In the days 
of his sinning he was beside himself. 
The world calls the sinner who leaves 
off his evil ways crazy, but in reality 
he just becomes sane. 
If we could 


but get sinners to think seriously of 
their condition it would be more easy, 
to get them to turn from their sins. 


2. His Resolution (v^lS). His re- 


flection ripened into -resolution. 
The 


picture of his home, where even the 
hired servants had a superabundance, 
moved him to make a decision to leave 
the far country and go home. 


3. His Confession (w. 18, 19). He 


acknowledged that bis sin was against 
heaven and his father—that he had 
forfeited his right to be called a son, 
and begged to be given a place as a 
hired servant. The sinner not only 
should make a resolution; he should 
confess his sin; for with the heart man 
believeth unto righteousness, and with 
the mouth confession is made unto sal- 
vation. 


4. His Action (v. 20). Action was 


needed. Resolution will not avail un- 
less accompanied with action. 


5. His Reception by His Father 


(vv. 20-24). The father had not for- 
gotten his son. During the years he 
longed for his return. He must often 
have looked for him,'for he saw him 
when he was a great way off. So anx- 
ious was he for him that he ran to 
meet him and fell upon his neck and 
kissed him. So glad was the father 
that he even did not hear his confes- 
sion through, but ordered the tokens 
of honor to be placed upon him, re- 
ceiving him back into a son's position. 
This parable makes bare God's heart. 
Every teacher should strive to present 
this lesson so ns to show God's forgiv- 
ing mercy—His willingness to receive 
back His wayward child.
